Nephew of Shah Is Killed 
By Gunman on Paris Street 


PARIS, Dec. 7 (IHT) — A neph- 
ew of Mohammed Reza Pahlavi, the 
deposed shah of Iran, was assassi- 
nated here this afternoon a few 
steps away from his mother’s home 
by a who quickly slipped 

away, poBce said. 

The victim was Shahriar Mousta- 
pha Shafik, 34. He was one of two 
sons of the Princess Asfaraf, the 
shah’s twin sister, whom Iranian 
revolutionaries refer to as “the 
blade tigress.” Mr. Shafik’s Egyp- 
tian father, the princess’ second 
husband, (tied about two yean i 
. In Tehran, Mamie Judge 
Sadeq KhiOchaii . said Mo dem as- 
sassins were f«a»fclimg for Princess 
A&hraf when they shot Mr. Shafik. 
He said his followers in the Feday- 
een guerrilla organization “had 
gone to look for Ashxaf when they 
found Shafik.”* 

In an communique issued earlier 
by the Iranian news agency, the 
judge bad claimrd responsibility for 
the assassination of Mr. Shafik. 
whom he described as “one of the 
filthy and m erce nar y agents of the 
sinister Pahlavi dynasty.” 

Pofice said Mr. Shafik, the former 
deputy commander of the Iranian 
navy and the highest-naritiiig mili- 
tary officer in the shah’s family, was 
walking alone when he was shot 
twice m the head at close range 
around 1 pm. 

A spokesman for the Iranian 
Democratic Movement in Paris said 

fliaiiT far 1 his^ brother, Shabnun 
Shafik. The Khomeini people tried 
to assassinate Shah ram eight years 
ago,” be said. “Shahram was one of 
the most corrupt members of the 
shah’s family and was involved in 
the Lockheed scandal. The attempt 
on Shafaram’s life was the start of 
the guerrilla war in Iran." 

Mr. Shafik was apparently' re- 
turning home from morning er- 
rands, carrying a plastic sack and 
wearing a sport coat and blue jeans 
when he was gunned down, police 
said. 

A witnesses said the attacker, 
dressed in a beige jacket and wear- 
ing a white motorcycle helmet, fol- 
lowed Mr. Shafik along the street, 
then approached Mr. Shafik with a 
dd in both bands and shot 
at point-blank range m the 

neck.

See Cancer Que 
In DNA Studies 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass^ Dec. 7 
(UPI) - — Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology researchers have found 
an entirely new form of DNA — the 
basic molecule of life — that may 
explain how certain chemicals can 
cause cancer. 

DNA, or deoxyribonucleic add, 
bolds the g eneric information that is 
passed on from generation to gener- 
ation. It is constructed roughly Hke 
a ladder, but foe two odes are twist- 
ed about each other, f earning a so- 
called double helix. 

The .DNA m o lecule, first de- 
scribed by Doctors James Watson 
and Francis Crick in 1953, was 
thought to have a right-handed spi- 
ral. but Dr. Alexander Rich, ctf MIT 
said (hat experiments show certain 
sections of DNA to have ‘a left- 
handed spiraL 

The biophysicist said that the 
left-handed sections, winch he calls 
ZrDNA, may be the site in a cell 
where cancer-causing chemicals at- 
tach themselves. They cause cancer 
by altering the DNA and causng 
the cells to duplicate rapidly.

Simflar Vagaries 

Similar vagaries could be observed on Tuesday 
and Wednesday at the London sales of Impres- 
sionists and modem masters — aD the way 
through tbe price scale. 

At Christie’s low-keyed afternoon auction, the 
most exquisite waiercolor done by Eugene Boud- 
in in the 1860$ made £16,650. Christie’s hailed it 
as the record price for a Boudin watered or. This 
is understandable for it epitomizes the qualities 
of - the painter — his evocative powers coming 
through in quick light touches of color. A stupen- 
dous £3,100 paid for a painting done in 1875 by 
Ludovic Pietie is more surprising. He is among 
the most pedestrian, u nin spired of all the artists 
who worked in the Impressionist era. 

At Sotheby’s, an equity capricious price pat- i 
tem could be observed. Among the more import- 
ant paintings, a good Claude Monet “Waterloo 
Bridge: Temps Gris” went up to £144,000. ohe 
third over the estimate, while the painter's view 
of Btretat remained unsold. A landscape by Pis- 
sarro, never the most popular of -Impressionists, 
was surprisingly well sold at £182,000, while a’ 
waterooira by Cezanne, possibly the most sought 
after Impressionist, particularly when he anttci- 


pates modem art as -here, was bought in at 
£38,800, and soon. 

Michd Strauss a director oT Sotheby’s pointed 
out the Japanese are hardly buying right now: 
The yen has lost almost 30 percent of its value in 
recently. This may explain some of the failures, 
but not aD. 

The zigzagging was apparent in Paris too. On 
Wednesday morning, Enc Buffetaud was auc- 
tioning Chinese art e— normally, one of tbe 
strongest, steadiest markets. Contrary to expec- 
tations, some of the best pieces fetched moderate 
prices. Two delightful gray ware figures of the 
sixth century were a given away at 7,510 francs. 
The star in the sale, illustrated on the catalog 
cover, was a r ire pottery ewer of the Tang peri- 
od. At 61,000 francs it made half the minimum 
price it should have gone for. 

Circumstantial Reasons 

Again circumstantial reasons can be cited tor 
the utter — and utterly unexpected — contrast 
offered at the same sale by two pages, respective- 
ly from an Iranian and from an Indian album. 
The Iranian album page carries on one side two 
miniatures from 17th-century Mogul India. As 
Mogul paintings go, these are not the finest 
They have been fined together into a single im- 
age, involving some enlarging and retouching. 
Even so they show signs of wear. Tbe chief inter- 
est of the page lies in tbe calligraphy an the back 
and its framing borders of formal ornament 
signed by a famous Iranian manuscript illumina- 
tor of the 18lh century, Mohammad Hadi. The 
estimate given by expert Jean Soustiel 25,000- 
30,000 francs was reasonable. The day before the 
sale h was doubled. On Wednesday the page was 
knocked down at a staggering 275,000 francs to 
an Italian collector. The second page from a 
Mogul album, which was far less interesting, was 
knocked down to a London gallery at 116.000 
francs 

Granting that the art market has always been 
volatile one cannot help feeling that it has be- 
come even less predictable. The next 10 days will 
be crucial. They will tell us precisely to what ex- 
tent, this affects major items. There is a round of 
outstanding auctions coming up. In London, 
Sotheby’s will hold on Thursday a sale of medi- 
eval works of art including the most important 
reliquary chasse in champieve enamels offered in 
tbe market since World War II and a 
Romanesque Christ from 12th-century Burgun- 
dy, which in tins writer's opinion is likewise the 
most desirable specimen offered in the last 30 
years or so. 

Paris in a way may be an almost better test 
because the works wdl not be so unusual On 
Monday the Laurin-Buffetaud-TaiUeur group is 
old masters with a superb Fontainebleau 
portrait and some remarkable french tap- 
estries. Next Wednesday, the Ader-Picard-Tman 
team takes over with good Impressionists fol- 
lowed by more Old Masters on Friday, and the 
same day Etienne Libert in partnership with Guy 
Loudmer will auction a collection of African art 
of the highest order left tty the late Rasmussen. 
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Situation Worsens in Iran 


Pressures are building on Iran from within 
and without Everything is in splinters. There 
is no central authority, five minorities 
comprising half the population are in conflict 
with the government whatever that is, and 
now there is the war of the ayatollahs. Oil 
production has dropped to 2.5 million bar- 
rels a day, which means that only about 1.8 
million barrels can be exported Some coun- 
tries have reportedly cut off supplies of mili- 
tary spare parts, and others, fearing lack of 
payment, have stopped shipping food and 
other commodities. There are indications 
that Iranians are beginning to feel the pinck 

But what is the probable impact of all 
that? Foreign Minisier Sadegh Ghotbzadeh 
says some hostages will be tried and others 
released The so-called students say “the for- 
eign minister’s reports are completely false" 
and only the ayatollah will determine what 
happens next. Ayatollah Khomeini still says 
no shah, no hostages. And what of Lhe “stu- 
dents” themselves? Who are they? According 
to press reports they incude members of the 
extremist Moslem Mujahideen, the leftist 
Fedayeen and fanatical student followers of 
Khomeini. The reports also say they have 
carved up the embassy compound and each 
controls its own turf with its own hostages. 
The lowest common denominator seems to 
be a hard line on release of their prisoners. 

* * * 

Keeping recent history and the ayatollah's 
stand in mind, there is considerable skepti- 
cism about the statement by Ghotbzadeh 
that some hostages will be released and oth- 
ers tried. The previous foreign minis ter, 
Abolhassan Bani-Sadr. lost his portfolio re- 
cently by incorrectly anticipating the ayatol- 


lah. And there is some head-scratching over 
the Iranian response to the United Nations 
Security Council resolution calling for the 
immediate release of the hostages. No one 
seems quite sure whether calling it “a step 
forward” implies an interest in negotiation or 
simply grudging recognition of the fact that 
it does not call for censure of or sanctions 
against Iran. 

* * * 

What is clear is that Khomeini has serious 
political problems. Ayatollah Shariatmadari, 
who opposes key elements of the constitution 
that Khomeini' railroaded through, has a 
large following that goes significantly beyond 
the large Azerbaijani minority. The Azerbai- 
janis. who briefly had a country of their own 
in 1946. with a little help from their Russian 
friends, have displayed again that they. are 
able to wreak havoc in their comer of Iran. 
The Kurds have done the same, taking ad- 
vantage of the considerable disarray in which 
the Khomeini regime finds itself. Other mi- 
norities, liberals and just plain opportunists 
are ready to climb aboard. 

If the ayatollah should conclude that his 
victory in the constitutional referendum was 
Pyrrhic, which seems likely, he might feel 
compelled to intensify his attack on the ex- 
ternal enemy, the United States, which har- 
bors his former internal enemy, the shah. 
Under the pressure now bearing down on 
him. he could easily conclude that the only 
way to unite his riven country would be to 
provoke a U.S. military attack. That may be 
a worst-case scenario, but given the way 
things have developed since the hostages 
were taken 35 days ago. it should be treated 
as a viable contingency.

Diplomacy 


of Exhaustion 


While America remains baffled by an iso- 
lated Iran. Britain has seemingly sliced a far 
more intractable knot. The major obstacles 
to a cease-fire in Zimbabwe Rhodesia have 
finally been removed after 13 weeks of non- 
stop negotiations in London. On what man- 
na did the British feed? The answer is in- 
structive. It took not supernatural diplomacy 
but years of pain and failure before all con- 
cerned could be persuaded to rise to the level 
of a ruthless self-interest. 

That does not minimize the skill of Prime 
Minister Thatcher and her foreign secretary. 
Lord Carrington. They indeed had the wit to 
sense that the time was right for a ninth at- 
tempt at a settlement, and they managed it 
brilliantly. But the accidents of history, as 
much as human design, opened the path to a 
cease-fire. And the interplay of politics in na- 
tions on three continents helped impel blood 
enemies to turn to a British-supervised elec- 
tion as the best means of resolving the con- 
flict. The vote should be in a matter of 
months. 

* * * 

When Rhodesia’s whites illegally seized in- 
dependence from Britain in 1965, their lead- 
ers held out the alluring promise of preserv- 
ing minority privileges indefinitely. Few' 
foresaw that Portuguese Africa would gain 
its independence within a decade, closing off 
trading ports and opening Rhodesia to wider 
guerrilla attacks. Without the toll of the guer- 
rilla war. and without the increasing hard- 
ships of sanctions, especially British and 
American, it is hardly imaginable that Rho- 
desia's whites would have moved toward Last 
year's “internal settlement.” Whatever -its 
flaws in excluding the guerrillas, it at least 
gave the appearance of power *o the over- 


whelming black majority and created a new 
opportunity. 

That settlement swelled domestic pressures 
in Britain and America for an immediate end 
to sanctions. But both governments recog- 
nized the obvious injury to their interests in 
Africa, most notably to trade with oil-rich 
Nigeria. The Carter administration wisely 
begged time for the British diplomacy. And 
Mrs. Thatcher, new to office, restrained her 
pre-election enthusiasm for ending sanctions 
to try to prevent a split in the- Com- 
monwealth. The African Commonwealth na- 
tions had staunchly supported the Zimbabwe 
guerrilla-movements, but they were also ur- 
gently seeking an end to a war that was rui- 
nous to their economies. 

In sum. the equilibrium of pain was suffi- 
ciently spread to permit Lord Carrington to 
attempt his high-wire act Ripeness can be 
alL in diplomacy as in life. War and sanc- 
tions had combined to generate incentives to 
compromise on every side. The diligence of 
the British at the end' was crucial. But so was 
the general exhaustion. Mutual concessions 
on such key matters as white representation 
and the status of contending armies became 
feasible. 

As Clausewitz observed. “War is often 
nothing more than armed neutrality, a 
threatening attitude meant to support negoti- 
ations.” It is when belligerents pause on the 
battlefield that scope is given to intelligence, 
“and gambling for high stakes seems to turn 
into haggling for small change.” In Rhodesia, 
the latest pause has been impressively ex- 
ploited. Plainly, there will be much haggling 
before Zimbabwe Rhodesia finds its way to 
multiracial nationhood. But that is beginning 
to look like small change.

Schmidt’s Form of Ostpolitik 

Helmut Schmidt's announcement of his 
forthcoming meeting with President Leonid 
Brezhnev implies that efforts to improve 
East-West relations will take on a new mo- 
mentum next year, the expected NATO deci- 
sion [on nuclear missiles] notwithstanding. 
This is a welcome sign of common sense and 
political realism. 

The Soviet Union is well aware that it will 
be at least three years before any decision 
can be translated into actual deployment of 
new intermediate range missiles. This gives 
plenty of time for real substantive negotia- 
tions and to explore the possibilities of a mu- 
tually agreeable military balance at as low a 
level as can be realistically, achieved. 

In the meantime. Mr. Schmidt and his So- 
cialist Party are gearing up for a hard fought 
general election. The Ostpolitik initiated by 
his predecessor, Willy Brandt, has marked 


time recently. Now the time - is considered 
ripe for a new effort to improve East-West 
German relations ... 

The potential here is not, unfortunately, 
very great. 

East Germany has tightened up still fur- 
ther on its internal security in recent months, 
has restricted access to West German news- 
men and sought to limit the contact its own 
citizens have with the West. The economy is 
also under considerable strain. 

There are areas for further cooperation —?■ 
in improved access and better transport facil- 
ities between the two Germanies, for exam- 
ple. and in higher two-way trade. But in an 
election year, what Mr. Schmidt will be look- 
ing for is concrete progress towards greater 
human contacts between both sides of divid- 
ed Berlin and divided Germany. He cannot 
afford to Come away empty handed. -

When Weakness Is Self-Inflicted

1 — A great power, by the 
traditional definition, is one 
whose security is not contingent. By 
that definition the United States its 
not today a great power. The reason 
is not military weakness, nor that 
the country since Vietnam has 
shrunk fropi using the military pow- 
er it assuredly possesses. That argu- 
ment is a diversion. The more 
Americans talk about bombings 
and naval strikes in the Gulf, the 
more they are avoiding the real is- 
sue.They axe avoiding what could 
seriously be done about the chal-. 
lenge from Iran. 

Most people have military or na- 
val action m mind when they de- 
mand that the United Stales take a 
strong line in the Iranian crisis. If 
rescue of the hostages seemed feasi- 
ble, there would be a serious-case 
for a mflitaiy raid. But if rescue 
ever wav possible, it now apparent- 
ly is too late, since the hostages 
seem to have been scattered. 

No Recent Talent 

President Jimmy Carter cannot in 
any case be ajuicxzed for having 
chosen the prudent course. The 
risks of a more aggressive line obvi- 
ously were large, and the American 
military have shown no recent tal- 
ent for this kind of t hings The un- 
successful raid to rescue American 
POWs in North 'Vietnam and the 
bungled Mayqguez affair in 1975 
were not the work of Jeb Stuarts, or 
the Swamp Fox, Francis Marion, or 
of latter-day General MacArthurs.- 

If the affair of the hostages ends 
badly. Carter,- no doubt, may be at- 
tacked by Senator Kennedy or Hen- 
ry Kissinger — but it becomes in- 
ly difficult to take Senator 
and Henry Kissinger seri- 
ously. 

The other military options dis- 
cussed amount to retaliation against 
Iran if the hostages are harmed. The 
problem with military reprisals is 
that they will inflict suffering on 
hapless people who had little or 
nothing to do with the decisions 
which provoked the reprisal while 
doing nothing to change matters for 
the better. 

Force assuredly can make a dif- 
ference in world affairs, but unless ' 
the United States is prepared to in- 
vade and occupy Iran, or at least a 
part of it — not a plan likely to ap- 
peal to Carter — UA attacks or 
bombings would accomplish little 
but a further poisoning of U.S. rela- 
tions with a part of the Islamic 
world. 

Political and economic reprisals 
are, however, available. Even an 
economic blockade of Iran is imagi- 
nable. Reprisals certainly are posa- 
ble against countries whose govem- 
' meats connive at mob attacks upon 
UA. embassies and cwsulates, and 
on UA. citizens. Diplomatic rela- 
tions with Pakistan and Libya could 
be suspended even now, Americans, 
pulled out of those countries, com- 
mercial relations interrupted. 

The principal objection to this 
kind or action is that it penalizes 
the' United States as wdL The Unit- 
ed States needs Iranian and Libyan 
cal even now. There has been a 
profitable American trade in grain, 
consumer goods, and industrial ex- 
ports to Iran. Libya ranks second, 
only to Saudi Arabia as a Middle 
Eastern trading partner of die Unit- 
ed States. The United States will 
import $6 trillion worth of lib 
oh this year. A halt in the 
would hurt severely. 

But not all the cards are in the 
hands of Ayatollah Khomeini and 
Colonel QadhafL If the United 
States needs their oil Iran and Li- 
bya also need to sell it. They need 
to import and pay for food, indus- 
trial equipment, technology;, they 


need skilled cadres from abroad. 
Obviously, if the United Stares does 
not deal with than, they can turn 
elsewhere. Their possibilities, 
though, are not unlimi ted. 

There is Japan, and there are the 
West European states. All are allies 
of the United States. Nearly ah 
have beat, until now, fairly self -in- 
terested allies, as Qadhaff has com- 
placently noted. But they would be 
a great deal .more willing to back up 
the United States if they believed 
that the United States knew what it 
was doing and was itself willing to 
make sacrifices. 

Here is the crux of the matter. If 
President Carta wants the United 
States to be treated seriously, with 
respect, both by enemies and 
friends — as a great power — he 
must act dramatically to end its de- 
pendence upon imported energy. 
The decisions to be made here are 
much more important than deploy- 
ing the 82d' Airborne Division to 
the Eastern Mediterranean or a na- 
val task force to the Gulf. 

Those decisions would include ra- 
tioned gasoline right now, and price 
rises to world levels. There would 
be serious action to restart the 
stalled UA. nuclear power plant 
program. Nuclear power obviously 
involves risks, but taking those risks 
happens to be the only way for the 
United States to become independ- 
ent in energy in the near future. 
New programs are needed to devel- 
op conventional as well as exotic 
energy resources inside the United 
States, and also a little less fantasy 
about solar . power tomorrow, or 
how Mexico wjU step forward to 
save the United States. 

Steadiness So Far 

These are measures opposed, 
with reasonable arguments, by one' 
or another group of citizens in the 
country. Each thus involves contro- 
versy and an unpopular decision. 
None will be possible unless the 
American people are now willing to 
bury a few of their differences in 
the national interest. The country 
has behaved with great steadiness 
thus far in the Iranian crisis, and 
one can think that people are ready 
for hard measures. 

The challenge is national austeri- 


ty and sacrifice in order to end UA. 
dependence upon other states in the 
pamoidiaDy important matter of 
energy.. The scandalous, even 
cowardly, failure to deal with this 
problem ever since the 1973 crisis, 
is the reason the United States is 
vulnerable today. Ame rican* them- 
selves, and the leaders they have 
elected, are responsible for what has 
happened.

Nothing Private 

So we are living in an age of de- 
struction^ Nothing is private now. 
Joan Kennedy is asked in public 
whether she has conquered ha 
problem with alcohol and whether 
her hns band has a “roving eye" far 
other women. The minority leader 
of the Senate, Howard Baker of 
Tennessee, is asked whether his wife 
has conquered ha problem with the 
bottle; and Coaxially is asked 
whether be took bribes from the 
mine lobby, and if he was running 
for tire presidency as a candidate of 
the cal lobbies. 

So it's not surprising that the lat- 
est object of attack these days is tire 
Supreme Court. In the last few 
years, we have had books arrarVing 
tire executive branch of tire govern- 
ment — “The Brightest and tire 
Best” — the Congress, the CIA, tire 
FBI, the cammmrications industry, 
the universities and the churches. 
Bob Woodward and Scon Arm- 
strong of the Washington Post have 
now produced the book telling us 

“The Brethren"^ of^* the* Supreme 
Court of tire United States. 

They tell us that these gentlemen 
are not nine objective geniuses who 
interp re t the law, as if we didn’t 
know, but that they are ordinary 
characters, like the rest of ns. wire 
fuss with me another, and differ on 
the most fundamental rtn«wrnac of 
life and the law. Woodward and 
Armstrong suggest that we should 
not be deceived by tire courtesies 
and good manners of the Supreme 
Court procedure, but that we must 
see three nine men as ordinary and 
even quarrelsome Hnmim beings, in- 
fluenced by personal and political 
prejudice. 

I talked to a wise judge, not on 
the Supreme Court, about this. It is 
doubly true, he stud, what Wood- 
ward and Armstrong report. But 
while I’m an old First Amendment 
judge and friend of the muckrack- 
ere, he added, I have to say that 
sometimes you can carry the truth 
too far. If you tear away the robes

WASHINGTON. Dec. 7 — U.S. 
unemployment edged down to a 
seasonally adjusted 5.8 percent of 
the work force in November, with 
most of the improvement anvmg 
women and blades, the Labor De- 
partment said today. 

The economy is experiencing a 
slowdown in the growth of jobs 
even though the unemployment rate 
is r em a ining steady, said Cramm- 
sioiier Janet Norwood of the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics. 

She said that the 5.8 percent un- 
employment rate in November, 
down from 6.0 percent in October 
and the same as in September, con- 
tinued to reflect long-term increases 
in employment among adult women 
and declines among adult men.

Avenues in Brooklyn, to 59th Street 
and Second Avenue, to Amsterdam 
at I02d and to Union Square. 


Ichthyologists considered possible 
effects erf the nrfdea r plant on vari- 
ous forms of marine life.

Wrong- Way Flight Crete Cleared 
For Takeoff — After Retraining 


CHARLOTTE, N.G. Dec. 7 (AP) — The Eastern Airlines flight 
crew that almost landed a 727 jet at a small county airport has been 
retrained, and the three men have returned to normal flight duty. 
Eastern officials reported this week. “We seem satisfied.” said East- 
ern's Jim Ashlock, “that this is a crew that knows what it’s doing.” 

* Eastern and the Federal Aviation Administration have not com- 
pleted investigations into the Nov. 25 episode in which the plane; 
carrying 101 passengers, came within 600 feet of touching down on 
a small landing strip at Brockenbrough Airport instead erf landing at 
the larger Douglas Municipal Airport here. 

Eastern is trying to find out why the plane, en route from New 
York to Charlotte, made an uncalled-for, 100-degree turn and head- 
ed for the wrong airport minutes before air-traffic controllers alert- 
ed them of their low altitude. Officials also do not know if the flight 
crew would have noticed the unsafe altitude without the warning. 

Controllers at Douglas say that had the plane landed at BTOdcen- 
brough — 1 1 mils away — it would have cracked up and might 
have hit otter planes and buildings near the runway. 

Eastern made the captain and two officers fly a Simula ted four- 
hour round-trip flight from Atlanta to Charlotte to Pittsburgh. The 
crew then made a regularly scheduled flight with a supervisory pilot 
on hoard.

Burroughs Is Dealt 
Back to the Rangers 


TORONTO, Dec. 7 (UPI>— The 
Atlanta Braves yesterday completed 
a five-player d eal, sending outfield- 
er Jeff Burroughs, pitcher Adrian 
Devine and infidder Pepe Frias to 
the Texas Rangers for pitcher 
Doyle Alexander and .infielder Lar- 
veil Blanks. 

The deal, made here at the annu- 
al winter baseball meetings, was 
contingent upon the approval of 
' Burroughs, who has a no-trade 
danse in his contract, with the 
Braves. 

Burroughs.- 28, slumped to -224 
with 11 home runs and 47 RBIs in 
116 games with Atlanta last year. 
He tut 41 homers and drove in 114 
runs for the Braves in his first sea- 
son with Atlanta in 1977. Bur- 
roughs wan the American League’s 
Most Valuable Player Award in 
1974 with Texas, hitting 25 homers 
and driving in 1 18 runs while hit- 
ting JO 1. 

Devine, a right-banded reliever, 
compiled a 3.22 ERA and a 1-2 
record over 67 innings. Frias, an 
eight-year veteran, Mt 259 with 44 
RBIs in J40 games with the Braves 
last year. , 

Alexander, a right-hander, posted 
a 5-7 record with a 4.45 ERA in 23 
games with the Rangers in 1979. 
Blanksbatted 200 in 68 games with 
the Rangers. 

Expos Get Leflore 

Meanwhile,, the Detroit Tigers 
traded Ron LeFlore, an all-star out- 
fielder, to the Montreal Expos for 
Dan Schaizeder. a left-handed 
pitcher. 

LeFlore, 27, batted J00 last sea-, 
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son- and has been one of the most 
potent offensive players in the 
American League for the last four 
seasons. Butins contract expires af- 
ter next season and he had indicat- 
ed to the Tigers that be would enter 
the re-entry draft . * 

Detroit had tried to deal LeFlore 
to the New York Mels for Craig 
Swan, who also mil become a. free 
agent -after next season, but the 
Meis wanted no part of the deal be- 
cause of LeFlore’ s status. 

In obtaining Schaizeder, 25, the 
Tigers acquired one of the most 
promising young pitchers in base- 
ball. He was 10-5 foe the Expos in 
1979 and posted the lowest earned 
ran average among qualifying left- 
handers in the league at 2.83. 

LeFlore stole 78 bases, scored 
110 runs in. 148 games last season. 
He joins an outfield crew that in- 
cludes FHis Valentine, Andre Daw- 
son and Warren Cromartie — all of 
whom are considered among the 
best young players rathe league:

The Hgos also traded third base- 
man Aurelio Rodriguez to the San 
Diego Padres for a player to be 
named later, contingent upon Ro- 
driguez’ approval of the transac- 
tion.

Eagles, Steelers Can Clinch Titles

NEW YORK, Dec. 7 (NYT) — 
The Dallas -Cowboys play the Ea- 
gles at Philadelphia tomorrow in a 
contest that wOl help decide three 
of the 10 playoff positions in the 
National Football League's postsea- 
son tournament, beginning Dec. 23. 

The Monday night game, also a 
pivotal one, affecting three playoff 
berths, matches the Pittsburgh 
Sieefers against the Oilers in Hous- 
ton. 

The results at Philadelphia and 
Houston will go a long way toward 
determining the division champion- 
ships involved and the two wild- 
card berths in each conference. 

By beating the Cowboys for the 
second time this season, the Eagles, 
who have a 10-4 won-lost "record, 
could dinch their first division title 
in 19 years. They have already as- 
sured themselves of a wild-card 
berth, even if they do nor place first 
in the Eastern Envision of the Na- 
tional Conference. 

The Cowbqys can repeat as the 
division champions for the fourth 
straight year by defeating Philadel- 
phia and then Washington next 
week in the final game. Their record 
is 9-5. and they are favored by 3 
points. 

The key players are likely to be 
the running backs, Tony Dorseti for 
the Cowboys and Wilbert Mont- 
gomery for the Eagles. Each team 
win attempt to break the other’s de- 
fense with a basic running attack at 
the start 

The Steelers, who trounced the 
Oilers, 38-7, last Sept. 9, can clinch 
first place in the Central Division of 
the American Conference by beat- 
ing Houston. Pittsburgh's record, 
11-3, is the best in the NFL, but 
Houston is only one game behind 
and can at least capture a wild-card 
place by winning. The Steelers are 
favored by 316 points, and if Cleve- 
land loses to Oakland on Sunday

Winging It Toward

A Writer’s Dream IAfe and Obsessions 
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W ASHINGTON — As anyone 
who flies is aware, the air- 
lines are putting more and more 
seats into their planes to make the 
flights more profitable. Some time 
ago, -I wrote about a human engi- 
neer who was assigned to devise 
ways of packing as many people 
into a plane as humanly possible. 

He was the first 
one to recom- 
mend putting 
seats in the lug- 
gage racks, and 
also tearing out 
lavatories to make 
more room for 
paying customers. 

He also wanted 
to sell eight seats 
in the cockpit, but D ,

I met him on the shuttle flying 
from Washington to New York the 
other day. We were sealed next to 
each other, our knees scrunched up 
to our chests and our shoulder 
blades sharply pressed into each 
other. 

“You’ve done a marvelous job,” I 
told him. “Who would ever have 
thought you could double the num- 
ber ofhuman bodies aboard an air- 
plane in such a short time?" 

He was observing everything 
gong on and finally said, *Tve been 
hired to figure out how to get 30 
more seats m." 

“It’s impossible,” 1 said, “unless 
you use the aisle." 

“I can’t use the aisle,* 11 he told me 
in disgust. -The CAB has some 
damn-fool regulation that you can’t 
put seats in the aisle.

Pritchett is one that is almost 
never applied to writers: nice.

“I'm rather talkative. People al-' 
ways ti^ink you’re nice if you talk 
to them,” he says. “I don’t get in- 
volved in quarrels with people be- 
cause I find them so interesting in 
themselves. I don't think Fm race. 
Fm a person of good will and 1 
get along wril with people." 

Now m his 80th year, Pritchett 
is a nimble and responsive talker, 
a discreetly stumpy dresser with 
the anonymous look of a success^ 
fol professional man. His face, he 
dispassionately insists, is a pud- 
ding. “I’ve got no bones and a 
squashed little nose.” Every day 
in his house near Regent’s Park 
he lays a pastry board across his 
knees, and writes. 

“On the Edge of the Cliff," his 
latest collection of short stories, is 
fust out in the United States and 
will be published in London in 
the new year. He is one of the fin- 
est practitioners of the dying art 
of the short story — dying, he 
says, because there, are so few lit- 
erary magazines left and because 
“I don’t know' if people do it now 
with the same conviction tbat.it is 
a farm itself.” 

Close to Poetry 

Although be has written novels 
he says he lacks the novelist’s 
vegetative temperament; be sees 
the short story as a protest against 
the discursive. Beams* form is de- 
cisive, the short story is closest to 

**“Yau’re used to using images, a 
lot of short stories are really like 
sonnets or lyrical poems. Brown- 
ing is my idea of a good short- 
story writer and a good poet." 

Like poetry, short-story writing 
can be financially unrewarding. 
Pritchett has taught in American 
universities — “teaching them to 
unwrite what they had done, mak- 
ing than unwrite their sentences" 
— and for 30 years he wrote 
weekly literary essays. He is, says 
Gore Vidal, no mean critic him- 
self. “the best English language 
critic of — well, the living novel" 
Pritchett resents the time he has 
had to devote to reviewing — “for 


myself — if not for the reader — 
one or two good short stories arc 
worth an the criticism in the 
world.” he has said. He has also 
said, “In my criticism, even more 
than my stories, I am sdtpor- 
trayed." 

“I’ve been told this and proba- 
bly thought it was so," he s?ys to- 
day. “You're apt to leas perhaps 
not your experiences, but the re- 
sults of your experiences. 

“I read in order to learn how to 
write. The scholarly critic is inter- 
ested not in readers but in the li- 
brary point of view. Fm rather 
Hke the traditional periodical 
writer — Hazlitt, Goldsmith or 
for that matter Virginia Woolf, 
who wrote few the common reader 
by which she meant the e du cated 
reader." 

It was a triumph for Pritchett 
to became a writer at alL Bom in 
lodgings over a toyshop in 
Ipswich, the son of an improvi- 
dent salesman father “with, the 
bumptiousness of a god” and a 
mother he describes as “a rootless 
London pagan, a fog- 
worshipper,” be had, by the age 
of 12, changed houses 14 or Iff 
times depen din g on who was 
counting. 

At 20, having spent four years 
working at a leather factor’s near 
the London docks, he put an a 
pair of classy red shoes — the lat- 
est color, bought wholesale in the 
trade — and went to Paris wfaoe' 
he worked for a photographer and 
sold glue, shellac, ostrich feathers 
and theater tickets. 

It was the riotous 70s but 
Pritchett was earning a Eving, not 
sitting in cafes. “When I read 
memoirs about the Paris of the 
Steins, Sylvia Beach, Joyce, Hem- 
ingway and Scott Fitz g erald, I am 
cast down” be wrote m his auto- 
biography. *T was there. I may 
have passed them in the street I 
simply bad never heard oLthem.” 

He bought “Ulysses” but didn't 
read it for several years. Later, 
when he returned to London he 
was told that as an aspiring writer 
be should move - to a place called 
Bloomsbury. Consulting a map, 
he found he already lived there. 

His first published work was a 
joke printed in this newspaper 
and never paid for. Since be want- 


ed to write he became a -roving 
journalist, a : pro f ession to which 
1 m says he was totally unsniied as 

he has no nose for news and is the 
eaemy of truth, “If Yd gone to see 
someone I should -have put down 
what he said. Instead, I would put 
down what he didn’t say or 
should have said.” , 

' Travel brought not only free- 
dom but the djsdpErie of trying 
to observe strangers add under- 
stand them. Spain, where he went 
after France and Ireland, was fbe 
most demanding and so the most 
rewarding. The strangeness of 
Spain, he has written, was evident 
from the moment he crossed the 
border at Headayei “Through 
Fiance people were as rosy as 
gwy are^ aad ^almost, buttered. 

came YA Pritchett professionally 
because initials were a convention 
at the time and because, he has 
said, “to have added the ‘f of Vic- 
tor to a name that already bad 
three, and was mad? more fidgety 
by a crush of consonants and two 
short vowels, seemed ridiculous.” 

He was knighted in 1975 and 
still finds it disturbing. “To be re- 
ferred to as ' Sir Victor — people 
don’t realize that’s the same per- 
son as V.S. Pritchett. Bad for 
trade, as Osbert Shwdl said, bad 
for trade.” 

■ His stories, he once wrote, are 
mostly laments: a, strange word 
far works of such, humor and edgy 
control “My brothers and sister 
and I became skeptical eariy on, 
disabused,” he says. “We didn’t 
believe in any of the big words. 
Bat it’s a cheerful lament, ft sort 
of cheerfulness in woe.” 

Force of Memory 

. His endlessly dewuwidwig and 
dramatizing parents were a bur- 
den and still are in memory for, as 
be wrote in an essay an Paster- 
nak, Pritchett sees memory "not 
as a fixed picture but as a fence in 
motion, perhaps Eke~a storm that 
has passed but is still banked up 
and reverberating.” 

The p ressure of such a family 
creates a dream fife that is good 
for a writer, he says, and ft desire 
for physical escape: “If you’re 
Fngnxh you’re dymg to get away

because tbe place is so small. The 
wretched British Empire is thp re- 
sult of people wanting to get cm. 

“Pressure also creates obses- 
sions and I think obsessions are 
good for a writer. Without an ob- 
session I might have been a book- 
ish chap lyrmg rny fife away. Eng- 
land at die tome of my boyhood 
was full of lazy readers — the ac- 
countant read Tolstoy, the' load 
councillor was a classical scholar. 
I might have become the head 
deck in a firm who went hone 
nights and read booksand didn’t 
talk to his wife.” 

Thanks also to his family back- 
ground he produced, with “A Cab 
at the Door” and “Midnight Oil,” 
a marvelous autobiography, hap-' 
pily free, like his conversation, of 
iiteraiy anecdotes and remmis- 

“Some people like reminiscence 
for its own sake,” he says. “I can’t ' 
bear it I didn’t want to -write 
about my career, I hate careers. I 
have a bad memory, a Active 
memory. If I had told anecdotes I 
would have made it mess of them 
if they were true or exaggerated 
them mto the wildest Iks. Also; I 
didn’t want to Info people who 
are stifi firing.” 

In “Midnight 03,” Pritchett 
writes, “I see myself as a practic-’ 
ing writer-wfao gives hims elf to a 
book as he gives himself to any 
human experience." With each 
new piece o f writing, he says, “I 
have to malm that- 'terrifying 
bridge with my real life arid learn 
to write again.” Facing the blank 
page becomes harder, not easier. 

And if be can’t write? 

“I write. What you want, to 
write is something mat comes out 
of the habit of writing.” he says.
